St.Retoraburg.Doc. 27.—A message from 
M oscow'says tll'qit during' to night the a r­ 
tillery worked a t destroying barricades. 
Revolutionists, the message says, ara dl- 
vided.into throe "arm ies.” The first, con 
fistlrtg Of 800 men arnjed •with rifles and 
pikes, is operating't>etween Moscow and 
Perovow, »sing tho railroad which it con­ 
trols. 
Artillery and cavalry are being 
employed against this force. The second 
■'army" is • armed especially ■ with , bombs 
and revolvers and'is composed of a thous­ 
and persons, in whoso ¿ranks are m any 
women who display not oiily bravery but 
ferocity. 
This forcé Is p'fieratlng in the 
region between tho Sadovia.* district and 
the Jewish m arket. 
It has ^ many bar­ 
ricades to" prevent passing of troops and' 
is; operating In small groups and attack­ 
ing patrols; AVhon pressed these revolu­ 
tionists disappear into alleys. , Artillery 
and-cavalry and infantry arc used against 
this body. The third and largest "arm y” 
is operating In the í’ógion between the 
13rest railroad station and tho triumphal 
gate. I t also has many barricades and is 
engaged in guerilla tactics, making it 
difficult for thp'f.'troops to enclose It. 
Some of the brtrricadcso wci;q battered 
down by artillery, but»' they '.' were re-.' 
erected by tho, survlvorfe.

The duration of tho uprising Is ex­ 
plained by the small number of troops 
available. Fresh troops have now arrived. 


From independent sources tho Slovo de­ 
clares it learned bloodshed ntM oseow has 
been frightful; that casualties will reach 
15,000; that about 10 Red Cross workers 
have been dispatched from St. Petersburg 
to aid in caring for tho wounded. 


Information of other papers here Is that 
while admitting

showing signs of exhaustion, they do not 
regard the issue as decided.

IN BOLAND 


An Armed Rebellion on Lar&e 
Scale Planned by 
Socialists 


St. Petersburg, Doc. 27.—According to 
Information received by revolution,leaders 
hero an armed- rebellion on a largo sealo 
has been planed in Poland. Socialist rev­ 
olutionaries, encouraged by thn success 
of insnrgentrt in Baltic provinces and of 
the situation at Moscow and in Russia 
generally, have decided tho ‘ moment has 
come to try to cast off the.yoke of auto-' 
cracy. The tactics to bo. followed are tho 
samo as tohso adopted at Moscow.^ The 
rising o be. preceded• by a 'general strike, 
which already? has practically come Into 
operation,' bringing sabout half tho rail 
roads in Poland to a standstill. 


Open -rebellion in Poland would im-, 
mediately complicatejtlie situation for,tho 
government, as.?if,*it should gain enough 
headway to w arant reasonable hope oC> 
success, it would .probably draw in tho 
entire population and the government 
would practically have to re-conquer the, 
country. 


The Associated Press learns American 
Ambassador Meyer made representations 
to tho Russian government regarding the 
danger to and necessity for protection of 
property and employes of the Now York

Declines to Make an Accounting: 
to I,effigiati ve Committee of 
$23íS,000 Entrusted to Hiiii- 
Ills Work Was Con tiden tin I. 


New York, Dec. i!7.~Andrew Hamilton, 
legislative agent for tho Now York Life 
Insurance company, who, according to 
testimony, has been entrusted with hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars by the com­ 
pany and has not accounted for $235,000, 
has been heard from by tho legislative 
insurance Investigation cotpmlttce, 
but 
has declined to make an accounting. 


The statem ent by Hamilton was read 
for the record to day. 
It was presented 
by Mr. McCall, of tho New York Life, 
who went to Paris to secure an account­ 
ing from him. In his statem ent Hamilton 
says he is unable to produeo any books 
or accounts because he undertook legis­ 
lative m atters for the life insurance com­ 
panies w ith the express understanding ho 
wus to make no accounting. Absolute se- 
crecy. was necessary in retaining assist* 
ants, thereforo no checks were used In 
in«U|ng payments., 


Hamilton went into an exhaustive jmc* 
■planatioir of the reasons for organlzlnf 
litis confidential1 service, as ho character­ 
ized it, covering his methods of work, 
and citing a number of legislative bills in 
which ho had been interested. A list of 
expenses from 1S09 to 1001 was appended 
lo the statem ent, 'ihe sum of $235,000 not 
accounted for, he says, would he greatly 
reduced by lils running account, still un 
settled and open, and as a m atter of good 
faith pending settlement, he offers to de­ 
posit $100,000 with the company. 


Secretary McCall was questioned as to 
what further light he could throw upon 
Hamilton’s statem ent, but said ho could 
give no Inform ation., ITo did not question 
Hamilton’s, figures or the large amounts 
for /traveling expenses. lie asked Hamil­ 
ton for a full statem ent and rolled on his 
.honesty to explain everything. ,l\o did In 
sist th at Hamilton produce cheeks or 
'cheek boolis, ’but Hamilton sold ' ho 1 had 
tione.
